Incidentally, 
Grundy support is increasing through- 
out the State. Charles Johnson, secre- 
tary of Internal Revenue and county 
leader, has indorsed no candidate for 
Governor. His candidates for State 
Senator and for Assemblyman from 
this district are, respectively, James S. 
Boyd and Fred C. Peters, Ardmore, 
both incumbents. 

Lower Merion organization leaders 
thus far have made no definite expres- 
sions of indorsement but it is almost 



certain they will back the Johnson 
candidates without a single exception. 
At present two difficult tangles face 
them: 1. Whom to back for Governor. 
2. How to swing a large majority for 
the regular candidates in Lower Merion 
without stepping on the toes of too 
many personal friends of Benjamin H. 
Ludlow, candidate for State Senator, 
and Maurice W. Sloan, Jr., candidate 
for assemblyman. 

Distinct rumblings are being heard 
from the rock-ribbed centers, however, 
and at least one spokesman close to the 
top of Lower Merion political affairs 
charged Ludlow and Sloan with 
"hypocrisy."

Amos Subject of Diverse 
Opinions at Forum Talk 

Amos, the first literate personage 
of the Old Testament, aroused a great- 
er difference of opinion at the last 
meeting of the Forum than was the 
case with earlier characters who had 
to depend upon later chroniclers and 
poets fo rthe records that we have of 
them. Possibly it was the reality of 
Amos' own projection of his person- 
ality into the written record that made 
him seem more tangible and, there- 
fore, more debatable. 

The meeting was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert F. Wood, of 
Forrest Avenue, and was well at- 
tended. One man present said that 
Amos struck him as being a typical 
farmer, whining over the prosperity of 
the cities and the fact that city people 
had different manners and customs 
from those of the primitive tillers of 
the soil. These opinions were en- 
dorsed by a woman member whose 
charming personality made it seem 
surprising, but, on the other hand, a 
tired business man in the group ex- 
pressed his approval of Amos as being 
the first person to evolve and express 
social morality and the right of every 
man, rich or poor, to receive justice 
and fair dealing from his fellowinen. 
Amos was the intellectual and moral 
ancestor of Carl Marx and the Bol- 
shivicks, in that man's opinion.

Autocar Adds 93 Men to Payroll Since 

January 1, as Industry Swings Upward 



With unemployment the subject of 
much anxious concern in many indus- 
trial centres, and accurate figures con- 
cerning it somewhat difficult to obtain, 
it will be of interest to the residents 
and business men of the Main Line 
community to know that employment 
has actually increased at the Autocar 
factory in Ardmore since the first of 
the year. 

Up to the end of the first week in 
April, the increase of shop men on the 
Autocar payroll since January 1 had 
amounted to ninety-three men. There 
are still sixty less shop men on the 
Autocar factory payroll now than was 
the case a year ago. but that group 
reached its highest point in April. 1929, 
whereas at present all indications 
point to a steady upward trend during 
the next few months. 

This favorable situation at the Auto- 
car factory is a reflection of the fact 
that the sale and delivery of Autocar 
motor trucks this year, while not so 
large as a year ago, is showing a much 
smaller shrinkage in both number of 
units and in percentage figures than 
appears to be the case with the motor 
truck industry in general and with 
other manufacturing lines. This is an 
indication of both the ability of the 
Autocar sales organization and a re- 
flection of the attitude of the market 
toward the modern line of Autocar 
trucks.

"The Rivals" again in the news; 
Notes on the Wayne Footlighterg 
and the Hedgerow program. 

Back in 1896, on May 8, to be exact, 
an amazing occurrence took place in 
Philadelphia, making theatrical history. 
On that day Joseph Jefferson and his 
famous all-star cast gave a single per- 
formance of Richard Brinsley Sheri- 
dan's famous comedy, "The Rivals," in 
this city. That company played 27 
cities in an equal number of days, and 
indeed gave a matinee in New York 
and an evening performance in Brook- 
lyn, just to make it more complicated 

Now in 1930 it was decided to dupli- 
cate that company's renowned tour 
upon the completion of the New York 
engagement of the all-star cast in this 
same comedy headed by Mrs. Fiske 
as Mrs. Malaprop. But many difficul 
ties arose. It is not as simple in 1930 
to book a consecutive route as it evi- 
dently was thirty-four years ago. Labor 
conditions, union contracts and de- 
mands made the whirlwind tour as 
visualized an impossibility, so various 
changes were of necessity made, but 
Philadelphia has been included in this 
tour just as it was in that previous 
one. On Monday, May 5, "The Rivals" 
will begin an engagement of one week 
at the Broad St. Theatre. 

Various other changes have occurred 
in the transition from one century to 
the other. The Jefferson version of 
the comedy entirely omitted the role 
of Julia, which has been restored and 
is now played by Betty Linley, the 
great-grand-niece several times re- 
moved of the lovely Betty Linley of 
Bath who married Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan. Also for that tour $5.00 for 
orchestra seats was charged for the 
first time in the United States, unre- 
served seats being $1.50. In spite of 
the great advance in production costs 
(scenery and costumes), in salaries, 
transportation, newspaper advertising, 
and many other things, the highest 
price for all performances for this 
present engagement is $3.00. 

Mrs. Fiske was seen in Philadelphia 
as Mrs. Malaprop five years ago dur- 
ing the all-star tour in celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of the writing 
of this ageless comedy. Bob Acres 
was played by James T. Powers then, 
as it is now; Georgette Cohan is again 
the Lucy, and George Tawde the Fag. 
Andrew Mack is the Sir Lucius; Roljo 
Peters, Captain Jack; and John Craig 
the fire eating Sir Anthony. Margery 
Maude who retired from the stage 
when she married is the Lydia. Mail 
orders are now being received. 

Of more than local interest in the 
Little Theatre movement is the growth 
of Wayne's dramatic organization, "The 
Footlighters." This organization was 
formed only three months ago and has 
given two monthly plays of unusual 
quality. The membership has grown 
to: such an extent that it has been 
foiind necessary to give two perfor- 
mances for the April meeting of the 
Saturday Club in Wayne. The dates 
are Tuesday, April 29th, and Wednes- 
day, April 30th. The play will be 
"Drums of Oude," directed by Bayard 
Beatty, Jr. 

It deals with a Sepoy mutiny in 
India, in 1857, and its handling by 
Scottish troops garrisoned in an Indian 
palace. The action is tense, moving 
swiftly; the climax is artistic and con- 
vincing.

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Showplace — A New Definition 

It is customary to refer to the Main Line as a showplace of the 
entire Philadelphia territory from architectural and scenic viewpoints, 
hut it is only recently that rapid strides have brought it to the position of 
a centre of drama. At the present time there are three main theatrical 
organizations who lay claim to this section, in addition to quite a number 
of smaller and more impromptu groups. The Main Line has its own 
drama furnished by the Main Line Repertory Theatre, the Footlighters 
and the Hedgerow Theatre. 

Like so many other activities it required but one invasion to cause 
others to spring up. Last year saw a not particularly successful attempt 
of the Hedgerow folks to do a little Main Line artistic uplifting on the 
native heath as represented by Wayne and Berwyn. But the Hedgerow 
Theatre, while ceasing to produce plays in these parts, nevertheless still 
continues to draw upon support and friendships hereabouts for its the- 
atre at Moylan-Rose Valley. 

The Main Line Repertory Theatre in its second season has attained 
standards and achieved distinction which entitle it to become a perma- 
nent fixture of local cultural life. Selecting plays of outstanding merit 
for presentation, this group of residents has shown a willingness and 
ability to overcome handicaps usually found only in a more seasoned 
organization. 

Wayne's contribution to the Little Theatre movement, the Foot- 
lighters, is but three months old. Already, however, it is on a one-play- 
a-month schedule with a membership which will require two performances 
of its current offering on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Christopher Morley Returns 

Haverford College has noted men on its faculty ; many of its alumni 
have achieved no small measure of fame, but it is fairly safe to say that 
the institution claims but one current celebrity, to wit, Christopher Mor- 
ley. So it is with considerable satisfaction that the college is preparing to 
welcome home its graduate of 1910 as an instructor in several courses in 
English, beginning in the fall. 

Christopher Morley is as truly Haverfordian as the most ardent 
alumnus could wish one to be. He spent the first ten years of his life on 
the campus while his father was a professor in mathematics at the col- 
lege and returned in 1906 as an undergraduate, later to win a Rhodes 
Scholarship and other scholastic honors. 

Today he is noted as a columnist, poet, novelist and theatrical pro- 
ducer. He has been on the staffs of a number of the nation's most im- 
portant newspapers and magazines. Recently he has added new fame by 
his famous revivals of "After Dark" and other blood-and-thunder melo- 
dramas at old Hoboken theatres. 

Morley combines the qualities of scholar, artist and showman. He 
will be a most welcome and romantic addition to the college faculty. 

Sad, But True 

"Some one suggests that the only way to drive is with the idea con- 
stantly in mind that the other fellow may be an idiot," says the Los 
Angeles Times. 

This is sad but true. Recklessness seems to lie part of the motoring 
code with millions of American drivers. And the inevitable result is 
that, every year, 25,000 to 30,000 persons are killed and hundreds of 
thousands injured in preventable automobile accidents. 

The tragic part of it is that the enormous annual waste of life and 
property is almost entirely unnecessary. The unpreventable accident is 
rare as the dodo bird. Someone is incompetent or reckless in the case of 
practically every collision, great or small, between motor cars. 

The blame may be laid in two places. First is the apparent indif- 
ference of many motorists to the fundamentals of safety. Second is the 
lack of strict licensing laws in most States to keep the incompetent and 
reckless off the road, and an accompanying lack of enforcement of mod- 
ernized, common-sense traffic codes.

Hide-and-Seek 

The Dry and Wet candidates for 
various offices are still bleating, so 
I'll make my farewell address on a 
solution of and a panacea for Prohibi- 
tion. 

Liquor is being drunk in huge quan- 
tities despite the Eighteenth amend- 
ment, Volstead Act, Jones Law, et- 
cetera. Regardless of the contention 
of the Drys that more soda water and 
gingcrale is being consumed, those of 
us who move in various circles know 
that drinking is indulged in in a far 
more universal manner than before the 
war. Very well. Law should reflect 
the desire of the mass of society. The 
mass seems to want to drink and to be 
drinking. Let's let them drink. 

First we shall permit the manufacture 
of pure wines, beers and distillates. That 
solves that. Then we shall prohibit retail 
purchase of liquor. That prevents the 
return of the saloon. Only bottled 
goods may be sold and those in limited 
quantity. No drinking* shall be per- 
mitted in public except wines and beers 
with meals in public eating places, res- 
taurants, hotels, etcetera. Intoxication 
shall be subject to a fine and one day's 
imprisonment. Any nuisance due to in- 
toxication shall be liable to fine and six 
days' incarceration. Driving while in- 
toxicated shall be punishable by fine and 
fifteen days in jail with six months' revo- 
cation of license. Injury or damage due 
to driving while intoxicated shall be pun- 
ishable by a heavy fine and one to six 
years in jail at hard labor with perma- 
nent injunction against regaining an 
operator's license. All other crimes 
which the Drys ascribe to the use of 
liquor, but which are really caused by the 
abuse of liquor will be subject to severe 
punishment. This will put the Wets on 
their honor to uphold their often erro- 
neous contentions and may engender a 
respect for the law which has been so 
conspicuously lacking among the average 
people for the past twelve years.

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New Central Fire Alarm System to 

Be Installed in Lower Merion Township 
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All Fire Calls Will Go to Fire 
Switchboard at Town- 
ship Building. 



WILL SPEED REPORTING 



A new method of reporting fires by 
telephone is soon to be established in 
Lower Merion Township, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Commissioner 
A. D. Warnock, chairman of the 
Police and Fire Committee of the 
Board of Commissioners. 

Arrangements have been completed 
with the Bell Telephone Company of 
Pennsylvania for the installation of a 
special forty-line switchboard in the 
Township Building, Lancaster Pike 
and Argyle Road, Ardmorc. The new 
"fire board" will be placed beside the 
existing police switchboard, insuring 
immediate response to fire calls at all 
hours of the day and night by the 
officer on duty at the police board. 
Installation will begin at once. 

When the new fire service is in- 
augurated any resident of Ardmorc, 
linn Mawr, Cynwyd, Merion or Nar- 
berlh will be able to obtain direct com- 
munication with the fire switchboard 
by lifting the receiver of his telephone 
and giving the operator the code name 
of the central office area from which 
the call is being made, followed by the 
figures "20." 

Then lie can designate the scene of 
the blaze — whether in his own home 
or business establishment, or in the 
immediate neighborhood — ending the 
call by giving the officer on duty at the 
switchboard in the Township Building 
the number of the telephone from 



which he is calling. 

"For example," said Commissioner 
Warnock, "an Ardmorc resident who 
wishes to report a fire will be able 
to do so by calling 'Ardmorc 20.' 
Similarly, residents of the other com- 
munities in the township will be able 
to report fires by asking the operator 
for Narberth 20,' 'Cynwyd 20' and 
'Merion 20'." 

The present telephone number of 
the Lower Merion Township police 
headquarters is "Ardmorc 20," so it 
will be necessary to change the police 
number to "Ardmore 4200" after the 
centralized method of handling fire 
calls is inaugurated. Persons wishing 
to transact business with other depart- 
ments in the Township Building will 
be required to ask the operator for 
"Ardmore 3700." 

"Establishment of the new system 
of handling fire calls is certain to 
prove beneficial to the township," con- 
tinued Mr. Warnock, "for it will make 
it possible to handle emergency calls 
of this nature more rapidly and effi- 
ciently than ever before. 

"After the proposed method has 
been instituted, if a Cynwyd resident 
calls the fire board and reports a fire 
at a certain address, the man on duty 
at the switchboard will immediately 
Hash the message over a special wire 
to the firehouse of the Bala-Cynwyd 
Fire Company. There will be a man 
on duty at the telephone in the fire- 
house at all hours of the day and 
night, and when lie receives notifica- 
tion of a (ire from the fire switch- 
board he will sound the siren to notify 
members of the department, police of- 
ficials and all others whose presence is 
necessary at a fire. 

"This procedure will, of course, be 
followed in the other Lower Merion 
Township communities, thus eliminat- 
ing the present system of reporting 
fires, which requires the person mak- 
ing the report to telephone the near- 
est firehouse. Not only will it be easy

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Many Rules Regulated Undergraduate Life at 

Haverford College During Mid-Nineteenth Century 



From the Havcrjord College News : 

Contrasts between the student life of 
the nineteenth century at Haverford 
with the recreations and the avoca- 
tions of a present-day Haverfordian 
impress the reader of the College His- 
tory as much as anv other phase of 
Haverford's development. But the 
omnipresent willingness of youth to 
break rules, and indeed there were 
many to break, was potent in 1848. 

"It was a well-contented score of 
lads in May of 1848 to assault the 
heights of Quaker learning. They 
knew hard work and strict discipline 
were to be theirs, but they had not 
been bred in self-indulgence; they 
knew the white-washed fence which 
bounded the lawn would be their 
'bounds' which, except by leave, they 
could not cross, or go into any house 
beyond it, save by permission. 

"Thev knew no money would be in 
their pockets but the scant sums fur- 
nished through the school authorities; 
they knew those authorities would in- 
spect their books and withhold all fic- 
tion, would select their newspapers 
which they would lock up on Sundays; 
would require them to rise early and 
be at breakfast at the tap of the bell, 
to avoid at all hours each other's 
rooms, and each in his own in the 
hours of forenoon. 

"They knew their dress must be 
simple and plain; that 'plain' meant 
likeness to forms worn by Friends, 
avoidance of which was held as an 
indisposition to avow the beliefs of the 
Society. 

"Not that the boyish nature was 
never to break out, and every rule be 
always inviolate; not that Mother Pur- 
dy, the colored woman on Old Lancas- 
ter Road, was never to be called upon 
for an oyster stew, or White Hall for 
mince turnover or cider; not that the 
summer moon would never shine at 
midnight upon young forms which had 
climbed through chamber windows to 
the roof of the porch; nor the transom 
over a chamber door be never dark- 
ened after bedtime, to conceal a group 
engaged in the rapid displacement of 
rectangular pieces of pasteboard bear- 
ing spots in shapes non-geometrical 
and figures the faces whereof were not 
portraits of the ancient Friends." 

What reaction would Haverfordians 
of today have to such rules? 

"After tea on Saturdays, permission 
was easily had to ramble out of bounds 
or to visit Charlie Arthur's Ice Cream 
Saloon. ' 

"In the ovenings of the summer 
many students amused themselves by 
gathering together in the parlor to read 
aloud Macaulay's History." 

The importance of character to the 
school officials is readily seen: "The 
diploma of Haverford is not given un- 



less both the conditions of passing the 
required examinations and being of 
good moral character are fulfilled." 
Loopholes in these strict rules were 



found by fair means or foul. Because 
a local dentist had made the mistake 
of pulling a sound tooth instead of a 
decayed one, the unlimited ban on go- 
ing to Philadelphia was lifted so as 
to allow those needing dental treat- 
ment to go to the city. The History 
comments on the affair thus: 

"It is hardly to be supposed that the 
charms of the dental chair would be 
sufficient to lead many to town on this 
pretext; but, as truthful historians, we 
are compelled to state that an epidemic 
of diseased tooth soon after prevailed 
to such an extent that it became nec- 
essary to change the course of treat- 
ment."

for any resident of the township to 
remember the new fire switchboard 
number '20,' but it will enable the 
township fire officials to decide in- 
stantly which fire companies shall be 
asked to speed to the aid of the com- 
pany in whose community the fire has 
broken out. 

"Each of the following seven fire- 
houses will be linked directly to the 
fire switchboard by special telephone 
lines: the Mcrion Fire Company in 
Ardmore: the Union Fire Association, 
of Bala-Cynwyd; the Bryn Mawr Fire 
Company, the Narberth Fire Depart- 
ment, the Penn-Wynne Overbrook 
Hills Fire Company, in Penn-Wynne; 
the West Manayunk Fire Company 
and the Autocar Fire Company. 

"Under the new system the officer 
on duty at the fire switchboard in the 
Township Building will be enabled to 
notify not only the fire company near- 
est the scene of the fire, but to direct 
the proper nearby companies to stand 
by to render assistance if the outbreak 
assumes serious proportions. Estab- 
lishment of the new system will there- 
fore result in a real increase in the 
speed with which fires will be re- 
ported, and in a marked improvement 
in the administrative control of the 
fire-fighting units of the township."

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Revised Building Code 

Adopted by Township 

The second revision of the Lower 
Merion Township Building code, in 
preparation for nearly two years, was 
approved by the Board of Commission- 
ers at their regular meeting last week. 

Under the new code, no sky signs 
such as the sign on the Franklin Build- 
ing in Ardmore, will be permitted. 
Billboards must not exceed nine feet 
in height and twenty-five feet in width. 
The old code permitted signs thirteen 
feet in height. 

Provision is made when an electric 
flasher sign is erected, a by-pass con- 



denser must be installed to eliminate 
radio interference. 

The original building code was 
passed in 1920 and the first revision 
made in 1921. Other changes in the 
code of a technical nature in keeping 
with modern construction were made. 



Teletype Installed by 

L. M. Police Department 



With the installation of a new tele- 
type machine in the Ardmore Police 
headquarters last week, the Main Line 
was linked to all other police agencies 
in the State. 

The machine automatically type- 



writes all messages sent from all parts 
of the State and adjacent police terri- 
tories. The messages are relayed from 
central sending stations in Harrisburg 
and Philadelphia. 

Messages are only received over the 
set. Any information that is for dis- 
tribution through the system is tele- 
phoned into Philadelphia and from 
there distributed to all interested police 
stations. 

Superintendent Charles P. Smith, 
said in speaking of the teletype: 

'.'This is the greatest invention that 
has been made accessible for police 
work in the history of civilization 
Through the teletype we will be given

She dis- 
played such unusual skill at the wheel 
that she completed her course in record 
time and captured highest honors.

A romance of successful community 
building might well be woven into the 
story of the development of Overbrook- 
Hills-in-Merion and its sister town, Penn- 
Wynnc. 

Two builders, Martin McWilliams and 
Joseph A. Meloney, both born and raised 
in Philadelphia, had visions of an ideal 
community when they looked over the 
farmland extending north from City Line 
and west from Haverford Road in the 
early months of 1925. 

Today, 309 homes stand amidst pretty 
garden settings in the area which, so few 
years ago, had been but waste land. 

Wide roads were laid out with gener- 
ous sidewalk space. Sewers were laid, 
miles of them. Lights were erected, hun- 
dreds of them. A quaint replica of an 
English guest house was erected at the 
corner of City Line and Haverford Road 
which still excites the admiration of pas- 
scrsby. This authentic reproduction is 
the firm's office. 

Three years ago, Penn-Wynnc was 
opened. It lies above Overbrook-Hills- 
in-Merion. The homes constructed in 
Penn-Wynne have all the fine workman- 
ship of the larger homes in Overbrook- 
Hills-in-Merion, but for the most part 
are located on smaller lots. 

Overbrook-Hills-in-Merion and Penn- 
Wynne property is now valued at about 
$3,400,000, and the taxes paid go a long 
way toward meeting the expenses of 
Lower Mcrion Township and Montgomery 
County. Perhaps no community in the 
Main Line section has had such a 
phenomenal growth. 

The residents of Ovcrbrook-Hills-in- 
Mcrion and Penn-Wynne have formed an 
active civic association which fosters the 
community interests. Last year the as- 
sociation successfully conducted a garden 
contest, with valuable prizes. 

The women of the community have 
organized a library which has grown 
rapidly. Nearly 800 volumes arc avail- 
able to the public. McWilliams and 
Meloney have given tlicm the use of a

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Art Appreciation — "How to Look at Pictures" — j 

Is Artist's Topic at Woman's Club Meeting] 



The Art Department of the Women's 
Club of Bala-Cynwyd, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. fieorge Trenholme, pre- 
sented an unusually absorbing program 
Wednesday at the club house. 

Mr. J. Frank Cope-land, noted Phila- 
delphia artist, lecturer and instructor 
at the Philadelphia School of Indus- 
trial Arts, was the spellbinder, creat- 
ing one lovely drawing after the other 
before the eyes of his delighted audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Copeland's drawings were made 
at the conclusion of a talk on how to 
enjoy exhibition pictures, in which he 
suggested, as a means of avoiding 
fatigue and confusion of mind, that 
one study the type of painting that 
appeals most and let the rest go, or 
look up the work of one's favorite 
painters. 

"One often wonders,'' he said, "why 
freaks are so prominently hung and 
the work of Charlatans given such re- 
spectful attention by the art critics. 
The layman needs to know what con- 
stitutes a work of art amid such con- 
fusion. 

"A certain knowledge of or feeling 
for balance, harmony, unity of thought, 
concentration of effect and simplicity 
are the principal ingredients of a pleas- 
ing picture." 

Mr. Copeland then began drawing 
to make vivid his words. Like child's 
play it seemed to him to produce from 
charcoal toned paper the most diverse 
effects by apparently accidental dabs 
of a chamois here and there. 

At least the drawing began with 
such an accidental dab. The splotch 
of light thus lifted from the dark sug- 
gested a nucleus for his picture, per- 
haps a camp fire, a dungeon window, 
the glow of a sunset sky. Then 
an eye to his rules for pleasing com- 
position, he let one touch suggest the 
next until the scene was finished. He 
made four of these drawing. Corot-like 
in their delicate softness, totally unlike 
in subject, size and shape, yet each a 
gem of beauty for the imagination to 
play upon and develop still further. 

His skill made the process look so 
simple that many left with the feeling 
they could do likewise, and fill their 
homes immediately with similar master- 
pieces. Thus suavely did the artist 
prove his theory of the joy that ease 
of handling gives the beholder. 

Mr. Copeland's lecture was delight- 
ful entertainment and should assist 
materially in the development of ap- 
preciation of works of art. — (A. M. F.)

Is a Married Teacher as Efficient as Her Single Sister? 

"Question is One of Services Rendered," Says Educator 



Should boards of education dismiss 
married teachers and replace them with 
single teachers? 

The question has been raised among 
administrators of the public schools 
by the recent action of the North 
Coventry school board, near Potts- 
town, which dismissed five married 
teachers in order to give their posi- 
tions to five single teachers. 

Dr. Le Roy A. Kins, a member ot 
the Narberth School Hoard, professor 
of educational administration in the 
School of Education at the University 
of Pennsylvania and a member of the 
State Council of Education answers: 
"The question is one of services rend- 
ered, and not of outside conditions." 

"No outside interest on the part of 
any teacher, whether married or single, 
man or women, should be allowed to 
conflict with the best interests of the 
teaching job," said Dr. King in dis- 
cussing the status of the married wom- 
an in the teaching profession. "After 
all, the public pays the bill for educa- 
tion and they deserve one hundred per 
cent, efficient service. There always 
exists the danger that the "sideline' 
will overshadow the main job and that 
teaching will come to be regarded as 
merely a 'sideline.' 

"It would be difficult to measure the 
efficiency of married teachers in com- 
parison with single ones. Undoubt- 
edly, there would be outstanding cases 
of unusual teaching ability in each 
group. However, when a teacher signs 
a contract to give her services to a 
school district, it is assumed that 
teaching is her major occupation. It 
is difficult to see how a married wom- 
an can give 100 per cent, efficient 
service and at the same time either 
supervise or attend directly to the 



duties of a home, particularly when 
there arc children to be cared for. 
What is needed, I think, is a study of 
each individual case on its merits. 
School teaching is such an individu- 
alized occupation that it is unfair to 
form a general opinion from a few 
cases considered. 

"Taxpayers and patrons of a school 
district should be expected to require 
efficient services from teachers, super- 
intendents, principals and supervisors, 
in fact, all persons connected with the 
enterprise. When such services are 
not obtained, it is my judgment thai a 
school board, in its capacity as repre- 
senting the taxpayer, is justified in ter- 
minating the services of any school 
officer or teacher, whether single or 
married."
